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This is a decision on the petition, filed, March 23, 2007, which is being treated as a request under 
37 CFR 3.81(b) 1 to correct the assignee's name on the Fee(s) Transmittal form PTOL-85(b) by 
way of a certificate of correction in the patent to be issued from the above-identified application. 

The request is GRANTED . 

Petitioner states that the second assignee's name is Colorado State University and it was 
inadvertently not included on the Fee(s) Transmittal form PTOL-85(b) at the time of payment of 
the issue fee. Accordingly, petitioner requests that a certificate of correction be issued to add the 
second assignee by way of a certificate of correction.

§ 1 .20(a) and the processing fee set forth in § 1 . 1 7(i) of this chapter.

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The request was accompanied by a certificate of correction (and fee) as required by 3.81(b). 
Further, Office assignment records reflect that Colorado State University is the second assignee 
of record. Accordingly, as the request complies with the provisions of 37 CFR 3.81(b), it would 
be appropriate for a certificate of correction to be processed.
